“ F orw arded recnnm ndlng thnt the 
request of General Bordeaux to hnv© 
the rem ains of the men left lit Bathe!©- 
m ont he favorably considered.” 
T h e record. Including tho address of 
G eneral Bordeaux, In part s a y s: 
“ Bv command of General Bordeaux, 
F ren ch division, the bodies of Corporal 
G resham , P rivate E nright and P riv ate 
Hay, com pany F. Sixteenth infantry. 
w ere interred with religious an d mili­ 
ta ry ceremony at H nthchnont on th e 
afternoon of November 4. 


Improvised A lta r Used. 
“ An a lta r was im provised and elabo­ 
rately decorates! in the village. Th© 
rim pin in of ti French regim ent con­ 
ducted the church services. 
“ Following th© chureh cerem ony th© 
cortege proceeded to a field ad jacen t 
to tho village an d fo rm a l on three 
sides of a square, the bodies being 
placed in front of th e graves on the 
fourth side. 
An American flag, pro­ 
vided by tile French, had been placed 
over th e caskets. 
“At tw o o’clock General B ordeaux, 
accom panied by his full staff, his in­ 
fantry, artillery m.d engineer chiefs 
and a representative of the F rench 
corps com m ander, arrived an d t*M*k 
position. 
“T h e troops presented arm s ami th© 
French field music and hand played 
ti funeral m ardi. 
T h e chaplain p er­ 
form ed th e religious cerem ony a t th© 
graves. 
Then General Bordeaux a d ­ 
vanced to the center of th** sq u are and 
addressed tile troops and Horn the 
dead. 
A copy of his address in a t ­ 
tached. 
“Tile compony of United S tates in­ 
fantry fired three volleys and lls tru m ­ 
peter sounded taps. 
All the troops 
w ere then m arched by th e graves, sa­ 
tiating as they passed. 
General Bor­ 
deaux and ids staff advanced to th e 
graves, saluted and departed. 
“T hroughout the cerem ony af th©
